OPS to Check 
on Livestock 
Slaughtering 


WashinRton, May 
10 
— (If) 
—A 


nation-wide inquiry into reports ot 
illocal livestock slaughtering was 
ordered today by Price Enforce- 
ment Director Edward P. Morgan. 


Morgan said all districts enforce- 


ment agents have been directed to 
check on class 2 slaughcrtcrs who 
were reported 
to have been in 


business last year but who have 
not registered in 1951 as required 
by price rcfiulations. 


A class 2 slaughterer is one who 


docs not have his products feder- 
ally inspected. 


Morgan said there were an esti- 


mated 12,000 to 15,000 such slaugh- 
terers last year. He said office of 
price stabiliation OPS records 
show only about 11,000 have reg- 
istered this year. 


OPS orders require a slaughter- 


er to get a registration number 
in order to slaughter livestock leg- 
ally. He must have such a num- 
ber before he can receive such a 
quota of livestock for slaughter- 
ing. 


Morgan said the difference be- 


tween the number of slaughterers 
reported in operation/Jj»st. yeai- ant* 
the number now registered is the 
basis of reports of possible illegr.l 
slaughtering. 


He said OPS agents also will 


check on registered slaughterers to 
sec whether they ave keeping with- 
in their legal quota.
